To Petition the Czar. 


The English-speaking world seems to 
have been thoroughly aroused by the re- 
ports of the late Siberian outrages. Meet- 
tings were held in London’ on Sunday last. 
The government was called upon to use 
its influence with Russia to preyént a re- 
currence of such acts of cruelty. 

A meeting more interesting to us was 
held recently ‘in Philadelphia. Its list of 
officers contains the names of.alarge num- 
ber of the foremost mei and women of 
that city. Its purpose was the sending of 


a petition to the Czar, calling his attention. 


to the fact that ‘inthe punishment. of 
some of her subjects Russia is not? in all 
points in harmony. with the humanizing 
spirit of the age.” The petition is to be 
cireulated throughout the country, and 
the Attention of the people of Andover 
has been spevwially called to it. The Rey. 
Dr. MeVicar presided at the meeting, and 
of the petition he said: It is mild, but it is 
not our idea to.shake our fist in the face 
of the Czar. The petition 1s as nearly 
perfect as possible, and we reserve the 
right, if it receives no acknowledgment, 
to then make our protest and take such 
action as we may deem right.””.

In 
this we are but giving expression to the 
feeling of a friendly people, that in the 
punishment of some of her subjects Rus- 
sia, whether from causes peculiar to her 
people, or on account of ancient custom, 
is not in all points: in harmony with the | 
humanizing ‘sentiments of. the age. 
Whether we err in this, or whether we 
are right, our wish is that by the wisdom 
and power of the Czar and the favor of 
God, Russia may continue to grow in the 
admiration and sympathy -of the Ameri- 
can people, and of the whole . civilized

AMONG THE ARABS. 


I was a stout, active boy of 16 when 
I shipped on asmall brig called the In- 
dian Prince for a voyage from the port 
of Gogho, in the Gulf .of Cambria, to 
the port of Aden, in the gulf of that 
name. While these waters are a part 
of the Indian:.ocean, they are par- 
ticularized as the Arabian sea. The 
brig was owned in Gogho, and _ her 
captain was well known to my father, 
who was an English merchant. and 
factor there. My eyes had become 
weakened from hard study, and 
it was decided that I should make a 
sea voyage in hopes to benefit them. I 
could have gone: anywhere in those 
waters as a passenger, and by the very 
finest craft, but I preferred to go as a 
regular hand on the. tight little brig 
and have a'full taste of sailors’ life. 
There were two boys of us, captain, 
mate, cook and two men. The other 
boy was the captain’s nephew, and 
was named Henry Williams. All but 
the cook were English. Williams was 
a year older than myself, and had 
made several voyages. | \ 

We had a fair run about half way: 
down the Argbiar®*sea, when_ the 
weather suddenly changed and we got 
le from the north. As we 
had to lie to this drifted us a long 
ways to the south, or out upon the In- 
dian’ ocean; and-it was while we were 
seeking to recover our lost ground, and 
in the darkness of night, that'a ship 
crashed into us and nearly lifted the 
brig out of water. The ship struck us 
on the port bow, crushed in a dozen 
platiks, and then raked us along the 
whole side and disappeared in the 
darkness astern almost before any one 
had raised his voice to give the alarm. 

It wasn't over twenty minutes from 
the time we were struck until the brig 
was at the bottonr of the sea, and “we 
were afloat ina yawl. We hada 
breaker of water and a bag of biscuits, 
but nothing was saved from the brig. 
The watch below did not even save all 
the clothing they had thrown off on 
turning in, and the captain was with- 
out a’hat‘and the mate without a coat 
as we counted noses and compared 
notes. ; 

An observation taken by the captain 
at noon had given our position about 
thirty miles to the east of the island 
of Socotra. * This island 1s 200 miles 
off the African coast peninsula which 
pushes out to make the gulf, and we 
were intending, to run between the 
coast and this island to make our 
port. Being without a. compass, 
our course had 
by guess work. The yawl was pro- 
vide 


with, mast.aud sail, and after. 
we had seen the last-of the brig we ~ 


sailed away to the west. It was the be- 

inning of a voyage of suffering and 
a, When morning came and the 
sun rose out of the waters it yas seen 
that we had been steering wide of the 
course for several hours.. A change 
was at once made, but the weather 
thicker ed up until one could not have 
seen a slip a mile away, the wind 
hatiled’ to the’ west, and the island 
which we expected to see by 8 o'clock 
in the morning never greeted ‘our 
vision. We passed it to the. north, 
by how many miles no one ever 
knew, and at the end of two days’ 
sailing the captain announced that our 
only, hope was in being picked up by 
some. of. the eraft voyaging up..and 
down the gulf. 

This gulf, between the island of So- 
cotra and the Arabian coast, which ‘is 
its widest. part, is not more than 250 
wide. Craft: *were~ numerous, 
even: at that day, and the chances 
seemed ten to one in our favor. On 


the morning of the fourth day, when 


we must have been fairly in the gulf, 
we sighted two sailing vessels, but 
they were afar off.. On this’ morning 
the’ captain was found dead, though 
un to 10o'clock at night he had seemed

inal oversight on our part, us, about 

half an hour before noou, the sun 

beating down very hot, he rose up, 

drew his knife and declared that -le 

would kill any one who interfered 

with his eating and drinking. He at- 

tempted to get possession of the water 

keg, which. was in the stern sheets at 

the feet of the mate,and when re- 

pulsed he hurled himself upon the of- 

before 

a hand could be raised to. prevent. 

Then a new horror came upon us, re- 

sulting from the attempts of the sailors 
to secure the frenzied native.._He_re- 
treated to the bows, shouting and curs- 
ing and waving his bloody knife, and 
they attempted to beat him down with” 
the oars. The result was that’ he 
stabbed one of them in the side, and 
then leaped overboard, and the wound- 
ed man died within an hour. 

The sailor now in charge was named 
John Paul. He took the. helm and 
held the boat as she had been going 
until about mid-afternoon, and then, 
as no craft was in sight, ordered us to 
hc@ve the two dead bodies overboard. 
We did. this with the greatest reluct- 
ance, as. you may believe, although it 
was a proper thing to do, and the sail- 
or afterward attempted to cheer us up 
with the assurance that another day 
could not ibly pass without our be- 
ing picked up. Just before night he 
issued the rations, allowing himself 
what he gave us, but when darkness 
came heard I him eating and drinking 
his fill. We then had about two quarts 
of water and seven biscuits. Henry 
and I crept forward and talked the 
matter over’ in whispers, but we had 
no idea of interfermy. We were 
cowed and afraid, and the sailor, hada 
look about him which made us tremble 
every time he spoke to us. If our 
lives depended on the food and water 
we had with us, he was going to save 
his at the cost of ours. At about 10 
o'clock he called us aft, gave us a par- 
ticular star to steer by, and ordered us 
not to arouse him until daybreak un- 
less a ship was sighted close at hand, 
He then went forward and lay down 
on the spare sail, and-in two minutes 
was sound asleep. We examined the 
breaker and found it empty, and there 
was not a single crumb left. The 
wretch had pinched us-and made a 
hearty meai himself, ; 

As the breeze was gentle and the sea 
smooth it required little effort to steer 
the boat, and-about-midnight—beth—of— 
us fell asleep. It was sunrise when 
any one of thetliree were awakened, 
and it was’ the sound of voices which 
aroused us,;--We~jumped-wp-to-find 
ourselves in a-light’surf on a sandy 
shore, with a dozeu Arabs pulling the 
boat up on the beach.

In reply I told him of the financial

la, which was 100 miles further down 
the coast. .As soon as the interview 
closed we were sent out toa field to 
tread out barley which had just been 
cut. The graim was laid on a bare, 
hard spot, and we had to kneel down 
and strike it with sticks. We thoughtit 
best to do all we could to please them, 
but no mattar how hard we worked it 
was not hard enough. Aman was ap- 
pointed as overseer, and he did little 
else that long afternoon but beat. us. 
When darkness finally came and we 
were allowed to return to the hut we 
were sore and bleeding, and so tired 
that we fell down and went to slee 
without tasting food.. We were rou 
eutat daylight, given twosmall barley 
cakes apiece, and then conducted to the 
same work, and when night finally 
came again we were so used up that we 
had to craw] back to our hut on hands 
and knees. 

Our work for the next twenty days * 
was threshing out grain, and how we’ 
lived through such treatment has al- 
ways been a wonder to me. We were 
half fed, continually whipped and 
kicked, and after the first day we were 
bareheaded and barefooted and obliged 
to hide: our nakedness with two old 
sheepskins which left arms and legs 
bare. After the barley had been fin- 
ished we were set to -building mud™ 
huts, and as all the material had-to be 
carried some distance, and as the over- 
seer was tog lazy to walk with us, he 


could usé his whip only when we were — 
* building. 


We-had not been watched 
at night after the first two weeks, and 
on several occasions had planned to 
run away. We realized, however, 
that we had not the strength to go 
far, and it Was only after we had fin- 
ished our first. hut and were feeling 
better-in-mind-and body that we deter- 
mined “to try and make our escape. 
We had been captives about thirty 
days when the night oft trial came. 
For the last four or five nights-we had 
crept out after aM was still and picked 
up whatever food we could find, and, 
while yet half famished, we felt that 
we had strength ceevaice a good effort. 

We; left. the village one night at 
about 11 o'clock, and instead of going 


to the seashore and following the . 


coast, as would naturally be éxpected, 
we went right up the valley, a dis- 
tance of about seven miles. Then, 
when daylight came, we found a cap- 
ital hiding placein a ravine, and as 
no,one came near us during the day 
we felt certain that the hunt was in 
the other direction. We kept very 
close for-three or four days, living on 
roots ard berries and wild fruits, buton 
the nigat of the fourth we went down 
the valley half way to the village and 
captured two goats froin the pasture. 


we had no difficulty in getting them 
to our hiding place. “We had a flint 
and steel, which Henry had found and 
-secreted a week before our escape, and 
with their help we got a fire and killed 
one of the goats. The two lasted us 
four days, and then we went down 
and got twomore.

send word to my. father, He had done_ 
so, and was now prepared to ransom 
us. After twodays of higgling we 
were sold to him: for, $450, and he had 
to pay, $10 additional for every goat 
we had killed. We were’ safely con- 
ducted to: Makalla, and from thence 
reached home in India, but before ex- 

nses ceased my father was about

Destruction of Dies in # Mint. 

Ever since the establishment of the 
United States mint at Philadelphia the 
law has required the government of-. 
ficials in-charge of that institution to- 
render a strict.account of all dies en- 
graved, used, broken or damaged, and 
a complete detailed list of every die in. 
their possession at the end of every . 
year. These dies are taken in boxes 
to the forges below the mint, and there 
every one of them, from that which 
has coined the humble ‘‘copper” to: 
that which has created the aristocratic: 
golderr “‘eayle,” must, according to in- 
structions from the treasury depart- 
ment at Washington, ’‘‘be utterly de- 
stroyed by forge and sledge.” 

This process, which involves consid- 
erable time, as all the dies used, either 
at the mint in San Francisco or Phila- 
delphia, must be handled _ separatel; 
all destroyed here, is ‘reished 


perintendent, chief coiner, assayerand | 
chief engraver. 

The dies are. of steel, circular in 
form and about four or five inches in 
length. ‘These are placed in the fire 
at the forges, and when ata white 
heat are taken out, placed upon the 
anvil, and then the beautifully en- 
graved faces smashed into a dull, bat- 
tered mass by the sledge hammer.—
